Honorifics Explained 


Throughout the Kodansha Comics books, you will find Japanese 
honorifics left intact in the translations. For those not familiar with how 
the Japanese use honorifics and, more important, how they differ from 
American honorifics, we present this brief overview. 

Politeness has always been a critical facet of Japanese culture. Ever 
since the feudal era, when Japan was a highly stratified society, use 
of honorifics—which can be defined as polite speech that indicates 
relationship or status—has played an essential role in the Japanese 
language. When addressing someone in Japanese, an honorific usually 
takes the form of a suffix attached to one’s name (example: “Asuna-san"), 
is used as a title at the end of one’s name, or appears in place of the name 
itself (example: “Negi-sensei,” or simply “Sensei!”). 

Honorifics can be expressions of respect or endearment. In the 
context of manga and anime, honorifics give insight into the nature of the 
relationship between characters. Many English translations leave out these 
important honorifics and therefore distort the feel of the original Japanese. 
Because Japanese honorifics contain nuances that English honorifics lack, 
it is our policy at Kodansha Comics not to translate them. Here, instead, is 
a guide to some of the honorifics you may encounter in Kodansha Comics 
books. 


-san: This is the most common honorific and is equivalent to Mr., Miss, 
Ms., or Mrs. It is the all-purpose honorific and can be used in any 
situation where politeness is required. 


-sama: This is one level higher than "-san” and is used to confer great 
respect. 


-dono: This comes from the word “tono,” which means “lord.” It is an even 
higher level than “-sama" and confers utmost respect. 


-kun: This suffix is used at the end of boys’ names to express familiarity 
or endearment. It is also sometimes used by men among friends, or 
when addressing someone younger or of a lower station. 


-chan:

This is used to express endearment, mostly toward girls. It 
is also used for little boys, pets, and even among lovers. It 
gives a sense of childish cuteness. 


This is an informal way to refer to a boy, similar to the 
English terms “kid” and “squirt.” 


This title suggests that the addressee is one’s senior ina 
group or organization. It is most often used in a school 
setting, where underclassmen refer to their upperclassmen 
as “sempai.” It can also be used in the workplace, such as 
when a newer employee addresses an employee who has 
seniority in the company. 


This is the opposite of “sempai” and is used toward 
underclassmen in school or newcomers in the workplace. 
It connotes that the addressee is of a lower station. 


Literally meaning “one who has come before,” this title is 
used for teachers, doctors, or masters of any profession or 
art. 


-[blank]: This is usually forgotten in these lists, but it is perhaps 


the most significant difference between Japanese and 
English. The lack of honorific means that the speaker has 
permission to address the person in a very intimate way. 
Usually, only family, spouses, or very close friends have 
this kind of permission. Known as yobisute, it can be 
gratifying when someone who has earned the intimacy 
starts to call one by one’s name without an honorific. But 
when that intimacy hasn't been earned, it can be very 
insulting.

Brought together by Ytiko, the Space-

(actually a term referring to corrupt 
leaders of sixteenth-century Korea). 
Here they met Chu'nyan, daughter of the 
town’s Shinban (a kind of wizard). They 
helped Chu'nyan defend the town 
against the Ryanban and his son, then 
realized that the Ryanban held one of 
Sakura's feathers. Together, Syaoran, Fai, 
and Kurogane attacked the castle to 
retrieve the feather, but Syaoran became 
separated from Fai and Kurogane.. .

Translation Notes 


Japanese is a tricky language for most Westerners, and translation is 
often more art than science. For your edification and reading 
pleasure, here are notes on some of the places where we could have 
gone ina different direction in our translation of the work, or where 
a Japanese cultural reference is used. 


The country of Oto 

Many anime and manga fans have heard of the Meiji era—between 
1867 and 1912. It was a time when Japan moved at lightning speed 
from the technology of a medieval feudal society to the modern 
age. America is also familiar with the Showa era (maybe not by that 
name) from 1926 through 1989, when the Showa emperor (Hirohito) 
was emperor of Japan. That era covered the pre-war militaristic 
movement, the war, and the 
post-war rebuilding of 
Japan. But the Taisho era, 
1912 through 1926, is largely 
ignored in the West. On the 
other hand, Taisho is a 
romantic time for Japanese 
novelists because it is an 
era where traditional 
Japanese customs lived 
alongside the westernized 
elements of more modern 
Japan. Wooden trolleys, 
Edwardian houses, brick- 
paved streets filled with 
rickshaws, and kimono-clad 
women carrying their 
parasols are all standard 
images of the time. The 
country of Oto is based on 
the Taishé era. 

















Country of Sakura 

The kanji that makes up the spelling 
for “Oto” is cherry blossom (“sakura”) 
and capital. Cherry blossoms are a 
symbol of Japan since they are one of 
the first colorful flowers to bloom in 
spring—and they represent the color 
and joy of spring and rebirth. 











Oni 

In Japanese legends and fairy tales, oni play the role 
we uSually reserve for ogres and goblins in Western 
stories—the bad guy. They are usually portrayed as 

big, brutish men with a single stubby horn on the top of 
their heads, bearing studded or spiked clubs, wearing 
animal hide (tiger skin is popular), and looking for 
ways to be troublesome. The oni of Oto are somewhat 
different from the traditional idea of oni. 














Cafés 

Nearly as prevalent as convenience 
stores, cafés—also called kissaten (“tea 
shops") or coffee shops—are everywhere 
in Japan, and they've taken on a unique 
cultural significance. Coffee shops are 
where you arrange to meet with friends, 
business contacts, or dates. They are 
where one can wait for a show to start or 
a train to come; they are the place to get 
off the street for a quiet conversation. And sometimes people even go 
to cafés when they’re thirsty or want a snack. The price of a cup of 
coffee (the cheapest is usually called “American”) is less than 500 yen, 
and it is a small price to pay for the enormous convenience of cafés.

Iroha 

Before modern 
reforms of the 
written Japanese 
language and kana 
(written symbols 
of the Japanese- 
language syllables) 
were putin the 
present order, 
children would 
recite a poem that 


used all the kana only once and made sense as 
a poem. It's sort of like a combination of the 
alphabet song and “the quick brown fox jumps 
over the lazy dog” in English. And just like we use 
the alphabet to number things, so too do the 
Japanese use the Iroha poem as a substitute for a 
numbering system. 


On the House (Service) 

The first time a person goes to a Japanese retail 
shop or restaurant, the customer may receive 
some small free gift to encourage them to come 
again later and to encourage the customer's 
friends to patronize the business as well. (Don't 
expect it. It doesn’t happen everywhere.) The 
word the Japanese use for this gift is the English 
word “service.” Fans of anime may recognize “fan 
service” as a word that has grown out of the 
“service” custom.

CLAMP is a group of four women who have become the most popular 
manga artists in America—Ageha Ohkawa, Mokona, Satsuki Igarashi, 
and Tsubaki Nekoi. They started out as doujinshi (fan comics) 
creators, but their skill and craft brought them to the attention of 
publishers very quickly. Their first work from a major publisher was 
RG Veda, but their first mass success was with Magic Knight 
Rayearth. From there, they went on to write many series, including 
Cardcaptor Sakura and Chobits, two of the most popular manga in 
the United States. Like many Japanese manga artists, they prefer to 
avoid the spotlight, and little is known about them personally. 
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Translation Notes 


Japanese is a tricky language for most Westerners, and translation is 
often more art than science. For your edification and reading 
pleasure, here are notes on some of the places where we could have 
gone in a different direction in our translation of the work, or where 
a Japanese cultural reference is used.

The country of Oto is based on the romantic notion of early twentieth- 
century Japan, where the traditional feudal Japanese lifestyle still 
mixed with strong Western influences. The enemies, oni, are ranked 
in a system known to the Japanese as Iroha, a way of counting that 
might be compared to counting in English using “Eenie meanie minie 
moe,” but with more historical and poetic relevance (see more on 
Iroha in the previous notes). The ranking of oni start with I, which is 
the highest, down to To, which is the lowest. Each rank has a level 
with 1 being the highest and 5 being the lowest. Thus we have:

Here's a passage that didn't 
quite translate. In it, Syaoran 
refers to RyG6 as “kimi,” which 
translates out to “you.” First of 
all, the Japanese very rarely 
use their words for “you” in 
conversation since all of them 
have strange overtones. 


(‘Anata” is almost exclusively used these days as aname a woman 
calls her husband, much like “darling” or “honey” is used in North 
America.) Kimi has been used for addressing the emperor, and also 
used to address people beneath the speaker in station. Ryi6 just 
seems to find being called “kimi” raises his hackles, so he asks 
Syaoran to refer to him by name rather than by pronoun. However, if 
Syaoran never said the word “you” to RyG6 in the English edition, the 
dialogue would have come out sounding unnatural. Besides, there are 
no bad nuances to the word “you” in English. So the translator had to 
borrow a different prejudice that RyG6 would certainly have—the 
aversion of a student to be treated as a master, 

especially by a friend, to make the scene work in 


the English version.
